Four Nations Ruled Here.

A Pivotal Military Point. 


The struggle between barbarism am 


the advancing civilization made Keki 
onga, a pivotal military point of great 
importance alike to the French, Englisl 
and our own government, each main 
laining a military post here an a means 
to attain control over the destinies o: 
the new world. Questions involving do- 
minion and how religion hung upon 
the military power, were here, which 
may claim a page in the annals of the 
momentous contest between French .im: 
English civilization, and between Ro- 
inaniam and Protestantism. 


The Fi*»t Map, 1656. 


The first authentic account of the 


white man having discovered this place 
is a map made by Nicholas Sanson, 
royal geographer 
of 
Franco, showing 


Lake trie and the Maumee river, bear 
ing date of 1656. 


Father Allouez. 


Father Claudius 
Allouez, 
a Jesuit 


priest, was the first white man known 
to have visited here. 
There are indi- 


cations of a Catholic mission of which 
wo have no history, the naming of the 
St. Mary's nnd the St. Joseph's rivers 
indicating that very strongly, besides a 
hewn oak cross was dug up in what 
was supposed to be a grave, and the 
big grove of apple trees must have been 
ancient, known to pioneers as the "Old 
n.pple orchard," in which were three 
trees of gigantic sire and great girth. 


Captain 
Hnckley, who was Captain 


Wells' son-in-law, told the late Calvin 
Anderson that these trees were planted 
by the 
French 
Jesuits 
from seeds 


brought from France many years be- 
fore tho time of "Johnny Appleseed's" 
planting, 
fn grading Anderson avenue 


through the 
old 
orchard, which had 


been an Indian burial ground, among 
the many relics 
found 
was a silver 


cross, probably given to nn Indian by 
the Jesuit missionary. 


The Historic Apple Tree. 


In an extensive field east of a.ijd ad- 


jacent to the 
confluence of 
the St. 


Mary's and St. Joseph's rivers stood 
the historic "apple tree." 
Chief Rich- 


nrdville wns born in 1762 in a hut near 
to it, and he often told the old set- 
tlers that this was a "bearing tree" 
when he was a boy. 
It was out of this 


tree that an Indian, during the n'egc of 
1812, was shot by a soldier from the 
fort. 
In an exulting spirit each day 


an Indian besieger would climb tho 
tree, wave his n.rms and crow like a 
rooster, which was- finally answered by 
the crack of n rifle from the fort anil 
the Indian was seen to fall. 


The First French Fort. 


The earliest recorded visit, of. white 


men wns in 17-10, when Captain Bien- 
ville de Calcron, a chevalier of the order

dian name for the site of Fort \Vnyne. 
It was then a French post under com- 
mand of M, de Baymond. 
Tho first 


stockaded fort was situated near tha 
northern boundary of Lakeside, on what 
is known as the Henry Ba.ker !: -m.

The Miami Capital 


It was from tinm immemorial a great 


seat of government of tho Miamix, the 
gateway to the 
southwest 
over the 


waterway from Toledo to Fort Wnyne, 
the. portage ftom the Maumeo to the 
Little river. 


To Fort Wayne belongs tho honor of 


having the first military gariison in 
the etate. This wan in 1705, while Vin- 
e«nne» 
can 
Justly claim t<i 
b^ the 


first military settlement between 1'itta- 
burg and Kaska.skia, and possibly us 
having the first military post, ohe must 
yield the palm to Fort Wayne as hav- 
ing been settled and having a military 
post six years before her and ** being 
a feeder for her struggling setters un- 
til after tho fall of Quebec in HOT. and 
the establishment of Briti.'h supremacy 
in 1783. < 


A French fort wns located on the east 


side of the St. Joseph river not, far 
from the confluence ol the three rivers. 
The name of 
Miami was given this 


fort. 
It was known as t.h» "English 


fort,'' but whether erected first by the 
French and then abandoned by "them 
and rebuilt, by Ihe English, historical 
writers are unable to ascertain. 


More Early Forts. 


The Twightwco Indian villag 


situated on both lianks of tbe ri>.e. St. 
.Joseph. 
In 
17l!H, during the I'ontiac 


war, a small garrison stationed there 
was nmsBacrecd through treacherous in- 
fluences of French traders over the In- 
dians. 
General Wayne 
traced 
both 


these forts here i]i'l7»4, and Colonel 
fohn Johnson, .1 patriot of the west 
traced "the dim outlines" of the Frencl 
fort in the vicinity of the canal aque- 
duct as late as 1800. 


The Coming of La Salle. 


The great

The Seven Villages. 


In 1700 there were seven villages in 
lis vicinity. The largcstj Omee Town, 


Miami (both meaning the same as 
umoc) and sometimes called Twight- 


ee, was situated at the junction of the 
vcrs.

le St. Joseph, north of the Mnumee, 
rectly opposite the. mouth of the St.

The Shawnecs 
(from which our Shawnee run takes 
its name) had two villages three miles 
down tho Maumee, one called Chilli- 
cothe, on t.he north bank, with fifty- 
eight houses; the other. smaller, on the 
opposite bank of the river.

General Wayne. 


General Washington appointed Gen. 


Anthony Wayne to command the west- 
nrn troops.

Wayne's victory was com-

Mrs. Sut ten field (who lived in the fort 


with her husband, (!apt. William Sut- 
tenlinl.l, in 1814), who wns authority 
for many of the traditions of early 
days, said thai "While the men were 
c u t t i n g the timber for the breastworks, 
when one of the tn.es was nearly cut 
through and 
tottering, 
a voice was 


heard overhead which was rather start- 
ling. 
Looking up they beheld n. red 


man perched in the topmost branches. 
Finding he, was caught, tho spy con- 
cluded to take hi.s chances and go with 
the tree. 
He scrambled down and was 


taken prisoner. He had nothing on but 
:i breach-clout and buckskin leggings. 
In a belt was a knife and tomahawk, 
lie finally escaped in some mysterious 
manner. 


Captain Wells. 


.William Wells, a brother-in-law of 


Little Turtle, 
after the arrival of the 


army under Wnync. was made uiptain 


>f the spies, settling at the old apple 
orchard, a short distance .from the con- 
luenco of the St.. Mary and St. Joseph, 
n the banks of n little stream, after- 


ward called Spy run. The government 
granted him :i!iu acres of land, including 
the old orchard. 
Captain Wells was 


sent to the relief of Fort Dearborn, but 
wan shot to death. 
As the characte. 


of Wells was unequalled for bravery 
after his death t.he Indians cut, off his

Little Turtle, the great chief— conqiierer

What a glamour his- 
tory throws nround the nnme "Little 
Turtle," once the fo«, nnd In.ter the 
friend of t.he white man, who warned 


his people not to war against WtyMt 
the "white chief who never slept," M«- 
che-can-noch-qiia, the friend of Wtth- 
ington. lies at rest in what w»s oaa* 
the historic old appl« orchard. He died 
July 14, 1812, and was given a military 
funeral.

Last of the Old Fort. 


The fort which wa» built in 1794 WM 


restored in J80-1, rebuilt in 18U «T«cu- 
atcd in 181!>. but portions of the blocK- 
house remained until 1880. 


The fort enclosed an area of 110 


feet square in' pickets ten feet high, 
two blockhouses situated on the north- 
east and southwest, corners, two stories 
high, and rising above the second floor, 
which projected and formed a battion 
in each, with guns rigged, commanded 
the surrounding country. 
The officers' 


quarters, 
commissary department and 


other buildings located on the sides, 
formed the 
walls, the 
roofs inclined 


within, 
shed-fashion, i to 
prevent the 


enemy from setting flre, and to let the 
rain water fall into troughs below, and 
from them by sluice into the Maumee 
river. The fort stood where the If. t. 
Randall homestead is, the gateway or 
principal entrance wag where Mrs. Chlfc 
nnhan's residence is. In the center of 
the enclosure, about where Mrs. Henry 
Himnn's house is, stood the liberty pole 
on which was an American eagle. Over 
that floated the stars and stripes. At 
Main and Lafayette streets was the 
well-cultivated garden of the 
officer*, 


and west of that the company's garden. 
The old 
cobblestone, 
lined well, with 


an 
old-fashioned 
well 
sweep, 
with 


which the 
water 
was 
hoisted in a. 


bucket, presumably "moss-covered and 
cool,'' at. which Anthony Wayne and sol- 
diers slaked their thirst, stood in the 
northwest corner, now the sit« of Old 
Fort park. 
Mnny years ago a man 


cnme here asking to sec the old well, 
from which while drinking, hia grand- 
father, a soldier, was shot by the In-. 
dinna. 


The Council House. 


The old council house, first occupied 


by Col. John Johnntone, stood on East 
Main street, the site of tho James M. 
Robinson residence was rebuilt in!817 
and torn down in 1856. The old cannon 
now spiked in 
front of 
the Handall 


homestead 
was 
used by Commodore 


Perry in the battle of Lake Erie, and 
was sent from Dntroit to the late.F. 
P. Randall over fifty years ago. At 
first it wns used for Fourth of July 
celebrations, but after many serious 
incidents it wa.i placed where it now 
stands and eventually will be placed !in 
our revolutionary relic room.

Civil Service for Cities 


The newest panacea'for municipal arid county woes 


- 
which result from official inefficiency is offered in a pro- 
posed civil service bill for the creation of a state civil 
service commission and for the adoption of civil service 
rules for all cities and by referendum in counties of more 
than fifty thousand population. 
The plan 'is devised as 


a result of the experiences of the advisory commission 
•which has sought to assist Mayor Shank in piloting Indi- 
anapolis through his somewhat turbulent administration, 
and it is in effect a distinct recognition of the fact that 
old methods of municipal operation are wasteful and in- 
efficient, and that they would not be tolerated in the con- 
duct of any private business or commercial corporation. 
'- The plan sets up a dividing line exempting elected 


(officials and department heads, but would make all the 
subordinate positions competitive ,requiring examination 
•to establish qualifications for policemen, firemen, labor- 
ers and other outside the pale of political favor. In short; it 
is an attempt to get away from some of the evils of polit- 
ical appointments and political control that are elimin- 
ated in the commission and the business plans of govern- 
ment, but it halts at a half-way post. It stops short of 
fixing definite responsibility for effective service and of 
giving those delegated with power the necessary author- 
ity to measure up tlie public expectations. 
Civil service 


as a principle is entitled to credit for having done much 
for the government service, but it is extremely doubtful 
if it could be applied to city and county affairs without 
hampering the light for better and more c dent, govern- 
ment. If we are to have an improved municipal and 
fcounty system, let; us go far enough to make the effort 
svorth while.

against carrying guns. Senator Kolsom 
explained that he thought when he drew 
the law requiring persons to secure a 
icense before they could earn- a gun 
:hat only a few would pay the fee and 
those would give the authorities knowl- 
edge of who was going about armed. 


The bill introduced by Senator Yarl- 


ng, which provides that children above 
the age of 14 years, ih« present com- 
>ulsory school age limit, must remain in 
school until 18 or be at work during the 
;wo years between 14 and 10 years. The 
rill also provides safeguards to prevent 
misstatementu of the age of school chil- 
dren.

years ho has behaved normailly and 
earned $3.60 g day.
